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BAS I C - AB STRACT : 

The bleaching agent is composed of aq. h ydro gen peroxide soln. contg. 

10-90 wt. % methanol and/or ethanol . The bleaching agent may also 
contain 1-10 wt . % ethylene glycol ether and/or 0.1-1 wt . % silicone 
oil emulsion. A process for bleaching textile prods, by spraying them 
with the above bleaching agent contg. up to 10 wt. % hydrogen 
peroxide is also claimed. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The bleaching agent is used for bleaching textile 
prods, esp. for bleaching by simple spraying without subsequent 
rinsing. Composed mostly of volatile ingredients, it permits omission 
of after-treatment such as acid washing, rinsing etc. with no risk of 
damaging the textile product. 

In an: example, by diluting aq. 35% hydrogen peroxide soln. with water 
and methanol, textile bleaching agent composed of 3.3 wt. % hydrogen 
peroxide and balance of 1:1 mixt . of methanol and water was prepd.
